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1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 35-46 and 54-66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Saether in view of Scheuermann. Saether discloses the claimed 
invention except for the second disk flow path 18 being an aperture. Scheuermann 
teaches a control disk 5 which has a through aperture 24. It would be obvious to 
substitute, for the control disk 17 of Saether, a control disk which has a through 
aperture, as taught in Scheuermann, for the purpose of allowing more water to flow 
through the valve. The shape of the apertures is considered to be a matter of obvious 
choice to one of ordinary skill in the valve art, because no criticality or unexpected 
results are seen or have been disclosed for the claimed sector shape of the apertures. 
Moreover, the apertures 7a andl 1a of Saether are considered to be sector shaped 
apertures. 

3. Claims 47-53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Saether in view of Scheuermann as applied to claims 35 and 54 above, and further in 
view of Kiendl. Saether as modified by Scheuermann above discloses the claimed 
invention except for the two valve subunits for each inlet flow port. Kiendl teaches a 
mixing valve having two inlet ports 22 and 23, and two valve subunits 1 and 2 for each 
inlet. It would be obvious to substitute, for the single valve unit controlling the inlets of 
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Saether, two valve subunits as taught in Kiendl, for the purpose of individually 
controlling each inlet.

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 35-46, 53, 58, and 59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, 
as containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way 
as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Claims 35, 53, and 
58 recite the closed loop control means. There appears to be no clear support for this 
term in the specification as originally filed. Claims 40 and 59 recite a sensor means 
mounted on or in close association with one inlet fluid port. There is no description in 
the specification for this limitation.
